Adams county’s popular 
South 
Mountain fair will in all probability 
be held this year on September 12, 
23, 14, 15 and 16, although no official 
announcement has been forthcom­ 
ing from fair officials. 
For several months members of 
the executive committee of the fair 
have been discussing the probability 
of a fair but each discussion hinged 
on whether the state would appro- 1 
priate any money for such an event 1 
this year, and if they did, how ' 
touch? 
1 
Willard S. Hagar, deputy secre­ 
tary of agriculture, this morning 
told The Gettysburg Times that the 
state appropriation for the South 
Mountain fair this year, if one was 
held, will in all probability be the 
name as last year, $1,000. 
If for 
some 
reason 
this 
appropriation, 
would have to be decreased it is be­ 
lieved that the slash would not be 
more than $100 or $150, which w’ould 
permit the fair officials to go for­ 
ward with their plans for an expo­ 
sition this year. 
Same Appropriation 
Two years ago the state appropri­ 
ation for fairs totaled $130,000. 
Of 
this amount only $105,000 was used, 
leaving a balance of $25,000. At the 
recent session of the legislature the 
agricultural department asked for 
an appropriation of $100,000. 
The 
legislators cut this amount to $85,- 
000. 
However the current appropri­ 
ation of $85,000 plus the balance of 
the last biennium of $25,000 totals 
$110,000, $5,000 more than was used 
during the last biennium. 
Mr. Hagar said he personally be- 
ieved that the fair appropriations 
would be the same last year, and if 
necessary, the balance would be pro­ 
rated next year. 
Much Interest 
There is considerable interest be­ 
ing manifest in the South Mountain 
fair this year, many inquiries being 
received at The Times office from 
interested parties. 
The executive 
committee of the fair announced 
some time ago that they were wait­ 
ing to hear w hat the state appropri­ 
ation would be before they decided 
whether or not to hold a fair this 
year. 
Officials could not be reached to­ 
day to ascertain what their expres­ 
sion would be. now th at the state 
appropriation issue has been defi­ 
nitely settled. It is believed, how­ 
ever, that the executive committee 
will vote to hold an exposition this 
year. It is expected that a meeting 
of the officials will be held some 
time next week.

French delegates and their follow­ 
ers expressed keen disappointment 
over Secretary Woodin’s announce­

XII.—HOW HONEST IS ADVERTISING 
y^O O D old honesty is still the prime virtue in human conduct. 
Despite the complexities of modern business, we still demand 
that it shall be conducted honestly, and most of us believe that 
nothing is truer than the old motto that honesty pays. 
• But now and then somebody slips because the strain of ad­ 
versity has become too great. This happens in business, in poli­ 
tics, and in social relations. He who is seen to slip is condemned, 
for we despise dishonesty. 
Men and institutions so placed as to be most exposed to public, 
gaze must be the most careful not to slip, and they usually art. 
In business there are some parts which are always open for every­ 
one to see, and these parts are the most important ones to keep 
clean. That part of business which is more in the public eye than 
any, other is advertising. The show window of business, adver­ 
tising literally lives in a glass house. 
If an advertiser should make a misstatement in a printed or 
broadcast advertisement, he would thereby shout his insincerity to 
the world. No company with a reputation can afford to do that. 
It does not pay. That is why you can usually believe the adver­ 
tised statements of a reputable company. 
There was a time, many years ago. when false advertising 
was the order of the day. 
Fantastic claims were made for every­ 
thing, each advertiser trying to be the loudest shouter, the biggest 
clown. They thought the public expected it. 
But the day is over 
for the nostrum that claimed to cure everything from toothache 
to tuberculosis and from callouses to cancer. Gone is the time 
when every advertisement was supposed to be only about one- 
tenth true. 
Most of the credit for this change is due to advertising men 
themselves. They saw that good reputations must be built on 
honesty. Associations of advertising m en were formed and gradu­ 
ally they built codes of ethics and vigilance committees to enforce 
them. They sponsored laws for truth in advertising which were 
adopted by most of the states. 
The Advertising Federation of 
America, formerly known as the Associated Advertising Clubs of 
the World, and long the active champion of the truth-in-ad- 
vertising movement, is even today circulating a renewed pledge 
for truthful and constructive advertising, to be signed by many 
thousands of advertisers in all parts of the country. Organized 
advertising is thus constantly working toward ever higher stand­ 
ards for this important element of modern business. 
Advertising could never have become a chief factor in the 
marketing of commodities if it had not been an honest salesman. 
Its success depends entirely upon public confidence. 
If an ad­ 
vertisement leads you to buy an article, it is because you believe 
what it says. 
Good business men know better than to betray 
that trust. 
It is not only a matter of conscience but of enlight­ 
ened self-interest as well. 
In business as in all other walks of life, men usually pan on 
their best conduct when they go before the public. 
Advertising 
is the stage of business life and there men are virtuous, lf ever. 
That is what has made advertising one of the most honest parts 
of modem business.
